•ponpo Is Itself n suit water ani- 
mal with pores In Its body wall, 
which, when dried In the sun and 
thoroughly clounsad, loses Us softer 
parts mid becomes the sponge of 


commerce. 


Tlie rocently discoTorv?d fact that 


on tlio bnttorn of the deep sea in 
certain UxMiliics tho body wall at 
living spoilt1* 1? actually composed 
Of glass sooms Incredible. 
Yet this

At thoso srent

water 
amauuts 
to 


many hundreds of pounds to the 
GIQiiru Inch, tbr suft. ami pliable

Science lias now divided these 


glass sponges luto a number of dif- 
ferent species, 
some 
growing to 


euuvmous size. One was drawn up 
from a depth of 5.000 feet, near the 
coast of 
Somaliland. 
They 
as- 


sume shapes like cornucopias, prob- 
ably the bettflt to catch the food 
in the water, or spread out in 
npedle-form for a similar purpose. 
The cornucopia is found to hnve a 
web, like a sieve, across its Interior, 
to prevent any very 
large parti- 


cles 
from 
entering, 
which would 


give the sponge indigestion, if It 
did not break it to pieces. 
If a 


large tit of decaying mutter fell 


Into one ot these sponqea. It would 
kill It, so the animal protects Itself 
by the tine sieve spread- over the 
stomach entrance. The sponge Is a 
living, 
breathing 
animal, 
even' 


tlioush of such low organization as 
to be lacking In nerves and sense 
organs. 


The tragedy of tip ocean depths 


Is shown In the appearance of the 
coral animals upoa these sponges, 
where the corals first began to 
bui!d a little at n time nnd at last 
broke down the sponge, until It 
was destroyed, and only the skele- 
ton remained—ns appears from th- 
remaius brou.-lit to the surface
